The brief does not contain a statement of the status of an amendment filed 
subsequent to the final rejection as required by 37 CFR 1 .192(c)(4).

The brief includes a statement that claims 1 and 2 do not stand or fall together, 
but fails to present reasons in support thereof as required under 37 CFR 1 .1 92(c)(7).

The brief does not contain a concise statement of the issues presented for review 
as required by 37 CFR 1.192(c)(6) because there is no mention of the rejection of claim 
1 under 35 USC 112, second paragraph. Applicant states in the "Status of 
Amendments" section that this rejection is not understood. This is not sufficient and 
arguments concerning this rejection still should be made. The brief does not contain, 
for each rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112. (second paragraph), an argument which 
specifies the errors in the rejection and how the claims particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. (It is to be 
noted that applicant correctly amended the language in claim 1 concerning this type of 
language in other locations, but did not do so at line 50 of claim 1.) The brief does not 
contain arguments of the appellant with respect to each of the issues presented for 
review in 37 CFR 1.192(c)(6), and the basis therefor, with citations of the authorities. 
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statutes, and parts of the record relied on as required by 37 CFR 1.192(c)(8) as 
appellant did not include the rejection of claim 1 under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph 
as an issue.
